Gregg Hopkins, Sr. (2031) 
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An article in Linn’s reported the “discovery” of a 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing (BEP) set of three 
cards (FB1929Aa-c) produced for the 1929 Ibero- 
American Exposition. Frederick A. Brofos of Werner, 
NH, noted the set included two cards measuring 7” 
x 10”, pictured President Herbert Hoover and King 
Alfonso XIII of Spain. 


The third card, approximately 6.5” x 2.75”, [repro- 
duced closer to actual size, above] is dated 
“1929/Seville /Spain’” [center] with Spanish text 
indicating that it was produced by the USS. 
Government. Mr. Brofos believed the cards were 
given to his late father who was a vice president and 
European technical manager for the International 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, which at the 
time of the Exposition had the government conces- 
sion to revamp the Spanish telephone system.

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AMERICAN COMMEMORATIVES

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YET ANOTHER AREA OF COLLECTING 


In the last issue of 2009 , John Shue (1856) wrote 
about another area of collecting souvenir cards (see 
SC] 29:4, p.9). His idea of collecting the various pos- 
sible stamps “canceled” on the Postal Service (PS) 
offered a relatively inexpensive but, perhaps, elusive 
“hunt.” 


With the continuing decline in the sources of new 
intaglio-printed souvenir cards and/or in the output 
of the remaining venues, I have long-looked for alter- 
natives in my own personal quest: intaglio prints. 


I have previously noted that engraved stamps and 
other items are still being produced by several 
Scandinavian countries, particularly Sweden. Alas, 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing no longer 
prints stamps for the Postal Service. 


Prior to the demise of the American Bank Note 
Company—as well as American Bank Note 
Commemoratives—they had produced a variety of 
intaglio printed items, including those which are the 
subject of this article: Commemorative Panels. 


(Note: Some of these comments appeared earlier in 
this Journal in my article “Basics: A Primer’—see 
SCJ 17:4, p.11-16.) 


Starting in 1972, the U. S. Postal Service issued 
“Commemorative Panels,” which were basically an 
informative format of text, illustrations and, usually, 
with a block of four of the commemorative for which 
they were issued. The first one (opposite) being the 
se-tenant four wildlife stamps (Scott #1464-67). I do 
NOT know what the impetus was for this produc- 
tion, but it may have been the success (?) of the 
“Souvenir Pages” which started six months earlier 
the same year with the 8¢ Yellowstone issue (Scott 
#1453). Unlike the “panels” which were printed on 
card stock, the “pages” were simply printed on 
paper, and bore only an enlarged illustration of the 
stamp. 


The initial panels were printed by the American 
Bank Note Company and included engraved 
vignettes which were generally related to the stamp 
subject and/or design. The panels, as the name sug- 
gests, were only issued for commemorative stamps, 
i.e., not definitives, nor air mail issues. 


As I have said previously in these pages, my interest 
in intaglio prints dates back into the 1940s when I 
began a collection of Artcraft (Washington Press) 
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engraved-cacheted first day covers. They had been 
advertised as “steel-engraved” and, in my opinion, 
were quite handsome. (I learned more than twenty 
years ago that they are no longer “steel-engraved”!) 








After a hiatus of about twenty years, my interest in 
intaglio work came about at the same time my inter- 
est in stamp collecting was re-kindled—at INTER- 
PHIL here in Philadelphia in 1976. A representative 
of the American Bank Note Company was giving 
away (!) souvenirs and I got my first “card’” the 
“Gettysburg” print (SO 3). Well, as most of you 
know, it was NOT a “card,” but a piece of very fine 
paper, just as was the SIPEX” Miner” (SO 1) and the 
other “freebie” at INTERPHIL, “America” (SO 2). 


Shortly after, I discovered the “Commemorative 
Panels” which, at that time, were being sold over the 
counter at “Philatelic Windows” at various post 
offices. So the “hunt” was on! This was 1976 and the 
panel for INTERPHIL was #61. As it turned out, I 
managed to find several post offices that had a stock 
of back issues and after about a year had managed to 
fill in the missing items. 


The initial panels were printed by the American 
Bank Note Company and, up to #46 (1975), included 
the words “Copyright (year) American Bank Note 
Company.” Starting with #47, that line reads 
“Copyright (year) United States Postal Service.” 


I believe that ABNCo continued to produce the pan- 
els. An article in Linn’s Stamp News (13 February 
1978) by Franklin Bruns states “...the contract 
between the U.S. Postal Service and the ABNC is 
being resumed after a period of competitive bid- 
ding.” 


The Post Office solicited “Charter” members to a 
subscription service, i.e., new panels would be sent 
as issued based on a deposit account. (This was not 
unlike earlier “deals” where a FDC supplier would 
provide customized orders, i.e., single, block, based 
on a cash advance.) The Charter member received a 
ABNCo color printed certificate with an intaglio bor- 
der and rimmed with the images of the 1893 World’s 
Columbian Exposition issue which, of course, were 
originally printed by the ABNCo. (next page). Five 
years later, I was still a “Charter” member! 


Barbara Mueller, the long-time editor of the, unfor- 
tunately now gone, Essay Proof Journal, wrote in 
Stamp Collector (22 March 1980) of the USPS: 
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“They speak of ‘guaranteed advanced subscription 
to an important philatelic opportunity’ and remind 
people that ‘once the supply of panels is exhausted, 
there will be no reprints and anyone wishing to 
obtain them will have to purchase them from an 
existing owner at a privately negotiated price.’” 


Barbara also went on to indicate that a listing in 
Scott's Specialized already existed and “is one of the 
factors that should make the panels popular.” She 
added: 


“Perhaps some explanation of the term vignettes is in 
order. Stamp collectors tend to think of the central 
design of a stamp as the vignette, and right they are. 
However, to be comprehensive, a vignette can also 
be a literary sketch, decorative tracery along page 
borders, or unenclosed decorative designs placed at 
the beginning or end of a book chapter. 


“When considered in connection with the type of 
intaglio engraving from which the postage stamp 
originally derived, vignettes may be defined as 
unbordered portraits, scenes, or symbolic devices 
that shade off into the surrounding color at the 
edges. In this context they are usually black or sepia 
and white. They have an intimate charm enhanced 
by small size (usually a couple of inches square or 
two by four). 


“Most are printed or ‘pulled’ from little dies on stiff 
white or cream colored cards or on India paper 
impressed into card, like stamp die proofs.” 


The Post Office also offered multi-ring binders to 
“house” the panels—acetate sleeves with a black 
paper (most likely NOT acid-free) insert to separate 
them back-to-back. 


Somewhere along the way, the “never-hinged” craze 
hit philately. It migrated over to dealers who offered 
“un-opened” or “with sleeve” panels (the panels 
came in sealed plastic with an additional cardboard 
backing, usually with an “ad”) at a premium. Unlike 
“never hinged” stamps, which gave birth to re-gum- 
ming, the panel plastic could not be re-sealed. 
However, it was eventually discovered that the plas- 
tic could damage the panels. It was NOT “archival.” 


The quantity of the panels printed increased—a note 
in Linn’s Stamp News (30 November 1987): 

“released figures...vary from a low of 8,000 to a 
high of 23,530 yearly...13,095 of each commemora- 
tive panel were made each year from 1972 to 1974. 


“The record year, 1975, saw 23,530 sets of panels 
produced. 

“Beginning in 1976, panels were offered only as a 
limited edition subscription program. In that year, 
8,000 sets were produced. 

“In 1977 and 1978, 10,000 sets were manufactured 
yearly. 

“For 1979, 12,000 sets were produced. 

“In the 1980s, production increased somewhat: 
12,000 for 1980; 14,000 for 1981; 15,000 for 1982; 
21,000 for each in 1983-85; and 17,000 in both 1986 
and 1987.” 


The cost of the panels also increased. For the first five 
years the panels were $2.00 apiece. Starting in 1977, 
that price rose to $4.00. I stopped collecting when the 
price reached $6.00 each (single panel) in 2001, as in 
addition to price, there was a question of the quality 
of the vignettes. As I perceived it, the quality of the 
vignettes had diminished and whether or not they 
were, in fact, engraved, also reduced my interest. 


ABNCo’s contract expired at the end of 1984, and it 
lost the bidding to the Jeffries Banknote Company, 
which had limited depth in its archives compared 
with ABNCo. Jeffries was noted more for stock cer- 
tificates and related security paper than for bank 
notes and stamps. It is ironic, then, that the ABNCo 
got involved, again, in printing stamps for the USPS 
and replaced the previous line, at the bottom, for- 
merly occupied by “Stamps printed by the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing.” 


(Stamps are now printed by three companies, which 
can be identified by the letter which preceeds the 
plate number on a sheet of stamps: “P”, Ashton 
Potter USA Ltd. of Williamsville, NY; “S”, Sennett 
Security Products of Brown Summit, NC; and “V”, 
Avery Dennison of Clinton, SC, according to Linn’s 
Stamp News, 26 October 2009.) 


The American Society of Philatelic Pages and Panels 
website (www.asppp.org) indicates that the panels 
were engraved to 2002, and photo-engraved and/or 
artwork thereafter. 


Recently, the Holiday 2010 edition of USA Philatelic, 
the “catalog” of the USPS, indicated “Some include 
engraved reproductions of artwork”, while the 
Winter 2009 edition states “artwork and photogra- 
phy enhance...”, NO mention of “engraved.” As 
with their stamps themselves, it seems that the USPS 
has determined that “engraving” is a LOST art! 
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Our “mission” statement says that we are: “...a not- 
for-profit organization of souvenir card and intaglio- 
printed vignette collectors and dealers.” Iam NOT a 
dealer, but | certainly AM an intaglio collector! 
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ABNCo also produced the six portfolios of vignettes, 
the SOA series, which I reproduced earlier in these 
pages (see SC] 17:4 to 19:1). I have not checked, but I 
do not believe the vignettes on the panels were then 
reproduced again in that series. The ABNCo archives 
were apparently chuck-full of beautiful material!
